ANNE MARIE (YODER) HYBRID — Light pink, just 
a Slight shade darker than Christina, has close-set 
florets, strong heavy stems, makes very large spikes.

Florets are large and well spaced on hard grass- 
free stems.

HERCULES (BALL) HYBRID — Light pink, extra 
hard stem. Close-set florets, graceful spike, and 
very clean grower. Midseason. 


LIBBY (YODER) HYBRID — A dark rose-pink hy- 
brid with a very strong stem and good vigor. Large 
forets, close set. A second early, flowering after 
Mary Ellen. 


MARY ELLEN (YODER) HYBRID — A light rose 
pink, blooming freely and evenly in winter. It is 
characterized by a stiff stem with very little side 
growth, a long spike with medium-sized, evenly- 
spaced florets. 


MARYLAND PINK (WINKLER) HYBRID — Soft 
creamy pink; earliest light pink hybrid. Medium 
length stems with large flowers. 


MOUNTAIN PINK (WEDDLE) HYBRID — Clear 
medium rose-pink. Extremely vigorous clean grower 
with long strong stems, Outstanding for stem 
length and strength. 


NEW TIMES (WEDDLE) HYBRID — Better Times 
color. Hybrid with vigorous growth and _ good 
strong stems. 


PINK ICE (BALL) HYBRID — A bright medium rose 
with nearly white lips. A clean, strong grower with 
outstanding flower spikes. Spring flowering.

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ORDER EARLY 


ROSANNA (Ball No. 9) HYBRID — A new entry to 
the deep rose Hybrids. Compared to Cheer, you'll 
find it some darker, longer stemmed, longer spiked, 
not quite as early. It is quite productive. 


SPARTAN ROSE (M.S.C.) HYBRID — Medium deep 
rose with long heavy spikes. Late winter and spring. 


WHITE 


CITATION (Yoder Bros.) HYBRID — Ivory white, 
large ruffled floret, excellent long spikes and clean 
hard stems. 


MARGARET (YODER) — A winterblooming ivory 
white. The stem is exceptionally stiff and there is 
almost no side growth. The florets are of medium 
size; last a long time and do not shed. 


MARYLAND WHITE (WINKLER) HYBRID — This 
is a pure white with large spike and fiorets on very 
strong stems. Should be on every grower’s list. 


SNOWMAN (Ball No. 5) HYBRID — Pure white with 
no suggestion of ivory. Good production, early, 
stiff stem and graceful flower spike. Midwinter 
bloomer, also shows up well in the spring. 


SPARTAN WHITE (MSC. No. 2) HYBRID — Early 
flowering pure white on strong stem, fine spike. 
Good for all seasons. 


YELLOW 


GOLDEN SPIKE (Ball No. 1) HYBRID — A rich, 
deep golden-yellow with long tapering spikes and 
heavy stems. Midwinter and spring bloomer. 


GOLDRUSH (WINKLER) HYBRID — A hybrid for 
greenhouse forcing to fill the need for a vigorous 
free-flowering yellow snapdragon. The large flor- 
ets are deep. Jonquil yellow slightly ruffled, pro- 
ducing a long, well-filled spike. Planted early, it 
will yield up to three full crops, very uniform. 


GOLD MINE (WEDDLE) HYBRID — Deep golden 
yellow slightly fringed. Early, with strong fine 
stems and spikes with excellent placement of large 
florets.
